GREENS NATURAL 
Browning of evergieem at this 
time of year need not cause undue 
alarms because it is 'a natural oc­ 
currence. 
It 
is n atu re’s wav of 
pruning these trees. 
In the early tall the amount of 
j browning may vary considerably in 
different years, according to spe­ 
cialists at the Pennsylvania »State 
College. 
Commonly, this condition 
is quite natural, being a case of 
natural shedding or pruning of the 
older leaves and branches, and is 
comparable to that which occurs on 
deciduous plants. 
Fall browning is particularly no­ 
ticeable on arbor-vitae and may be 
observed also on pines in the form 
of browning and shedding oi the 3 
and 4-year-old-needle.s. Occasionally 
the 
2-year-old 
needles 
fall, 
but 
this may be due to some organic 
agency or adver.se weather condi­ 
tions. 
Undoubtedly, extended pe­ 
riods of hot. dry weather contribute 
somewhat toward this condition.
